"For the good of the market I'd 
like to see the by-law rescinded," 
said T. F. Doyle, general mer- 
chant, before the town council 
Monday evening, referring to the 

by-law which prevents the "buy- 
ers" from buying before 9 a.m. 

"The buyers went so far as to 
say that they wouldn't come to 
the market if the by-law were 
enforced," said Mr. Doyle. "With- 
out the buyers there would be 
no market. The town people 
couldn't buy all the produce. 

"I know it would be better for 
us merchants if these things were 
sold through the stores, but that 

can't be helped. 

"The buyers aren't going to 
take the culis after the town 
people have taken the best prod- 
uce. Anyone who wants to get a 
chicken can arrange a week 
ahead with someone to bring one 
in. I can give names of formers 
who will bring in produce." 

W. C. Lundy, dry goods mer- 
chant, expressed agreement with 
Mr. Doyle. 

The council recently gave in- 
structions that the by-law should 
be enforced. As the result of 
objections on Ihe part of Main St. 
business men. Reeve Dr. L. W. 
Dales said that he had taken it 
on himself to cancel these in- 
structions. 

The council agreed not lo en- 
force the by-law. 

The council voted $25 for ptfzes 
for a special Christmas market 
on Wednesday, Dec. 22, on the 
request of Mr. Doyle.

Mr. Phillips 
said that he hod been burning 
wood until a couple of days be- 
fore the fire ond that he had then 
started using cool. He thought 
that the fire had storted from the 
combustion of gases from the 
coal in the furnace, he said.

The smallest police court held 
in Newmarket since the court 
opened last June was presided 
over by Magistrate L. J. C. Bull 
on Tuesday morning. 

Alfred Blakely, who was 
charged with reckless driving on 
Nov. 22, by Provincial Constable 
Jack Munroe, was granted a re- 
mand for one week by Magis- 
trate Bull. 

Norman Pinder, who was charg- 
ed with reckless driving resulting 
in an accident on Oct. 20, by Pro- 
vincial Constable Ferguson, was 
given a further remand until next 
week. This case has been adjourn- 
ed two or three times since the 
accident, and Pinder is to be noti- 
fied again, and if he is not pres- 
ent next week a bench warrant is 
to be sworn out for him, stated 
Magistrate Bull. 

Earl Cook pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of shooting pheasants in 
closed season. The charge was 
laid by Game Warden Frank 
Lyons of North Gwillimbury, 

James Cooney, called by Mr. 
Lyons was the first witness to 
give evidence, 

''Where do you live?" asked 

N. U Mathews,- K.C., for the 
crown. 

"I live in LemonvUle." 

"What is your occupation?" 

"I am a trucker." 

"Do you know the accused?'* 

"Yes." 

"How long have you known 
him?" 

"A number of years." 

"Did you see him on Nov- 25?" 

"Mr. Tranmcr and myself were 
back in my pasture looking at 
some cattle and I saw Mr. Cook 
shooting pheasants."

Aurora has an infant industry 
on its doorstep. The Era learned 
from Ernest Fortier, a local 
baker, on Monday. The industry 
is that of frog-farming and is a 
little over two years old. That it 
is a thriving child is evidenced 
by the fact that Mr. Fortier 
expects to have between 25,000 
and 30.000 frogs ready for market 
next year. 

Mr. Fortier first became inter- 
ested in frogs while living in 

Montreal, and when he moved to 

Aurora several years ago, he 

found here the opportunity to 
develop his hobby. 

In his attempt to sell his frogs 
in Toronto this summer he 
learned that all Toronto wanted 
was the .legs. Inasmuch as Mr. 



water, in the woods, or solely on 
land. Ignorance of frog classi- 
fication often causes people to 
call them reptiles; others call 
them fish. Neither is correct. 

The frogs in which Mr. Fortier 
is interested are of course the 
edible variety. Mr. Fortier knows 
them well. He spent considerable 
time in studying them. He ex- 
pects to make money out of 
them. So he is not describing 
them for publication.

NEWMARKET BOYS 
WIN SCHOLARSHIPS 



Speaking before county coun- 
cil at their November session, 
W. M. Cockburn, Newmarket, 
agricultural representative for 
York, made reference to the 
achievements of the various 
boys' and girls* clubs organized 
under his supervision this year. 
Speaking of the girls 1 work, he 
pointed out that 24 girls in the 
home, garden and canning club 
had studied canning and vege- 
tables as well as caring for a 
complete garden. Local project 
clubs were organized in different 
parts of the county in eo-opera- 
tion with the Women's Institutes. 

The boys' grain club in the 
northern part of the county had 
26 boys who sowed an acre or 
more of the choicest of regis- 
tered oats arid barley. The fields 
were scored and exhibits of 
grain were shown in October, 
while the boys also competed 
5n a judging competition and 
examination. 

The Woodbridge boys* calf 
club, sponsored by the Wood- 
bridge Agricultural Society for 
boys west of Yonge St., had 19 
members, most of whom brought 
their calves out to Woodbridge 

Fair. Judging and an exami- 
nation also featured in this con-* 
test. At the Canadian National 
Exhibition, three calves from this 
club won first in the inter-county 
class for a group of three Jer- 
seys, having won first, second 
and fourth individually and also 
first for showmanship.

During the Royal Winter Fair, 
the Downtown Kiwanis Club of 
Toronto entertained the mem- 
bers of the boys* clubs of York 
and Ontario counties and pre- 
sented five scholarships of a ten- 
day short course at the O.A.C. in 
each county. Hon. P. M. Dewan, 
Minister of Agriculture for On- 
tario, presented the cheques to 
the York boys as follows: grain 
club, Neil Faris, Newmarket, 
high in oat section; Chas.

Last year he won 
the trip to the Chicago Inter- 
national as high man in the 
county livestock judging com- 
petition.
